He hoped 
to get the tax bill out of 
Committee, through the 
House and into the Senate 
before Congressional sum- 
mer vacation in August. 

We were warned at that 
time that promised tariff 
hearings could take prece- 
dence if and when the 
President’s trade message 
came from the White House. 
The Chairman’s message was 
cogent as the Trade message 
came in March, and the 
current tariff hearings began 
in April, but not before the 
Ways and Means Committee 
had concluded two months 
the 
proposed Omnibus Tax Bill. 
CO$T got your message 
across in March! 

CO$T told the Ways and 
Means Committee when we 
testified on your behalf 
March 23rd that the DOUBLE 
STANDARD SINGLE TAX 
PENALTY currently in effect

This week Chairman Mills 
AGAIN REAFFIRMED HIS 
PROMISE TO INCLUDE THE 
SINGLE TAXPAYER in the 
upcoming Omnibus Tax Bill. 
When Vivien Kellems and | 
met with him June 12th in his 
Capital Hill office, he ac- 
knowledged we now. had 
support WITHIN his Com- 
mittee also. The timetable, 
however, has changed from 
July to early September. The 
Committee will turn ot the 
tariff bill in July, and now 
plans to start drafting the 
Omnibus Tax Bill when they 
return from their August 
vacation. This is not a set- 
back for the single taxpayer, 
according to the Chairman, 
who maintains that Commit- 
tee staff work on this tax bill 
has continued throughout 
the tariff hearings. 

Meanwhile, on the Senate 
side, we continue to work 
closely with Oregon’s Bob 
Packwood. If action from the 
House is not imminent, there

Reference is made to the 
attached letter of June 7, 
19735 to you = from © the 
President of the Foggy Bot- 
tom Association. As indica- 
ted, this letter called the 
attention of your company to 
the outmoded and poor 


condition of the Watergate- 


Sunoco Service Station at 
27th and Virginia Ave., N.W. 
in the Nation’s Capital. Your 
response indicated that we 
would be contacted by your 
attorney in this area or some 
other responsible 
This has not come about. 
The residents in this area 
are very distressed. at Suno- 


co’s apparent lack of interest 


in this station and the effect 
it has on our community. 
This is a well managed, very 
efficiently operated station; 
it’s only problem is that it is 
an eyesore and a great 
discredit to one of the most 
prestigious neighborhoods in 
Washington. 

Iets: hard FOr us tO 
understand the apparent lack 
of interest in this matter on 
the part of Sunoco, particu- 
larly in light of your massive 
public relations program 
which is going on right now. 
A public relations drive is a 
form of advertisement; this 
Watergate Station is certain- 
ly a poor advertisement for 
Sunoco. The station is at the 
entrance to the city from the 
West, is in one of the highest 
land value areas of the city, 
is passed and used by 
thousands of government 
and public employees enter- 
ing and leaving the city, and 
is in the midst of very high 
tourist activities. Practically 
all structures in the area are 
either new or remodeled. The 
old fashioned and run-down 
Sunoco station sits between 
the multi-million dollar 
Watergate complex and a 
new apartment development 
where the minimum price 
apartment per unit — ts 
$113,000 with a range up to 
$225,000 per unit. | have 
taken the liberty of having 
photographs made of this 
area to permit you to see the 
surroundings of your station. 
t trust that this will convince 
you that Sunoco should do 
something to upgrade the 
physical aspects of this 
station. Incidentally, a local 
architect advises that there 
should not be any zoning 
problems with rebuilding or 


remodeling this station’ and 


official.

The objective of volunteer 
services in Columbia Hospi- 
tal for Women is to assist the 
professional staff in provid- 
ing the best possible care for 
our patients. 

Volunteers are assigned in 
the patient care areas, in the 
Admitting Office and Dis- 
charge Services, the Informa- 
tion Desk, the Out-Patient 
Department, Radiology, and 
the Volunteer Services Of- 
fice.
